Account of the Total Fclipse, as aeen on the
Const of Norway.

The Scoteman hAS a VEry Inleresting conimunica:
tion from the Astronomer Royal of Scotland, who
obtained a steamer from the Commussioners of the
Northern Light-houses, and permission from the
sSwedish suthonities to land on any part of the coast
of Norway. He was accompanied by Hev Dr. Rob-
inson, of the Armagh Observatory. We copy the main
portion of his arcount

These matters, therefore, being arranged, the as-
tronomical party Iwin% taken on board as the vessel
passed on 11 way to the Shetland Isles, and the in-
spection of the light-houses there beung completed, a
rapid run was successfully accomplished to the Nor-
wegtan shore, and a station was selected on one of
the outlymg Blue Islands, in lat, 6] deg. 20 mia. This
pusition not only placed us 1 the center of the Ime
of shadow, but gave us a clear horizon in the direc-
tion of the sun at the tme of the eclipse, and re-
moved us sufficiently far from the great meridian

After partaking of the good cheer provided for
them by the municipal authorities of Boulogne, the
Lord Mavor und Aldermen, and other visitors, noble,
civic, and scientific, took their seats in the traan *of
honor,” and started at a rapid rate for Pans.
